GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

An English turf journal, referring to great 
losses and gains, says: ‘‘The various ways in 
which men bear their losses is extraordinary. 
The worst loser is generally the professional 
betting man, but dukes give way to their dis- 
appointment sometimes in a way eqTally un- 
dignified. Perhaps the most marvelous in- 
stance of iion nerve was when Hermit came to 
weigh in after the Derby of 1867. Lord Hast- 
ings, whom his victory had irretrievably 
ruined, descended from the stewards’ stand, 
and without the slightest tinge of bravado, 
patted the horse on the back. On his death 
bed, referring to the circumstance, he observed : 
‘I said nothing, but the people did not know 
how I felt.’ ” 

Over Macaroni’s Derby in 1863, and Hermit’s 
in 1867, the largest stakes were won that were 
ever gained by one individual. So far as figures 
go the largest stake ever landed by one man 
was by Mr. Chaplin over Hermit. His account 
showed a balance of something like £150,000, 
but, as he remarked, a considerable part of it 
was on paper, and it is owing to this day. The 
man who won the most money, and got it, was 
Mr. Naylor who had over £100,000 paid into his 
bankers after Macaroni had won the Derby. 
Mr. Merry is popularly supposed to have won 
upwards of £100,000 over Thorinanby, those in a 
position to form a proper judgment believe the 
sum did not exceed £70,000, which is about 
what Sir Joseph Hawley won on Teddington. 
Next to Mr. Naylor’s winnings, probably comes 
the Marquis of Hastings’ coup over Lecturer’s 
Cesarewitch. 

During the extravagant era of the Regency, 
wagering, as it was called, reached an enormous 
height, and though carried on by fewer per- 
sons, comprised larger transactions than at pre- 
sent. Of the school of which Sir Charles Bun- 
bury and Captain Mellish were typical repre- 
sentatives, perhaps the last survivor remained 
to our own day in the person of the late Mr. 
George Payne, who lost three fortunes on the 
turf. But the “genus” plunger is by no means 
extinct, and the names of Sir Beaumont Dixie, 
Sir John Willoughby and Mr Benzon will be 
familiar to students of racing as men who not 
very long ago backed their opinion with bold- 
ness and freedom, and we know with what re- 
results; while an eminent West end money len- 
der enjoys the distinction of having paid the 
largest Ascot settling on record, the sum of 
£27, (XX) representing the extent of his “bad 
week.” At Ascot, in 1876, the late Lord Derby 
lost some £20,000, including a bet of £12,000 to 
£2,000 on Petrarch when Coltness beat him. 

Another big thing in the way of weight carry- 
ing has been shown by the six-year-old Australi- 
an jumper Kilns. Early in December he won 
an open steeplechase with 196 pounds on his 
back. This weight was raised to 206 pounds in 
a handicap over a two mile course December 26 
races «.f the Victoria Amateur Turf Clnb. He 
was beaten only by Leeway in a field of ten 
starters, some of which had as much as 80 
pounds advantage of Nilus. The winner car- 
ried 62 pounds less than Nilas, who was little 
distressed at the end, though he had already 
run in a two mile hurdle race earlier in the 
afternoon. 

When Captain then Mr. Machell, first 
patronized the Irish turf, he may possibly 
have looked a bit green, and one particular 
bookmaker who monopolized most of the bet- 
ting at the principal meetings, seemed anxious 
to add him to his already large collection of 
customers. 

“Will you back oue for this race?” he called 
out as Mr. Machell passed by just when three 
competitors were going to the post. 
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“What about so and so?” asked the backer. 

“Even money,” said the layer. 

“Book it to fifty,” was the reply. 

The race was soon over, and Mr. Machell’s 
horse had won by the length of a cathedral. 
The next race came on, and the bookmaker 
wanting to get his £50 back, almost implored 
Mr. Machell to have a bet with him. Four 
horses started, and on being pressed odds of 
£50 to £40 were laid on one. The favorite 
again cantered in first, fifty yards of daylight 
separating him from the second horse; so again 
the new hand drew. For the next event there 
were thirteen runners, and it seemed a good 
betting race. The bookmaker canght sight of 
his new client strolling by, and called out from 
the middle of the crowd that Burrouuded him — 

“Have a bit on the Cup, sir?” 

“Let’s see,” said the Captaiu, getting on his 
tip toes and Btretching his neck, “Let’s see— 
thirteen runners. No, thank you, I won’t bet 
j this time. You’ve got a chance 1”

MARCH 1 THE NAME CLAIMING LIMIT. 

The attention of owners and trainers is called 
to the following Rule of Racing of The Jockey 
Club: 

A name must be claimed through the Registry 
Office of The Jockey Club for each and every 
horse on or before the 1st day of March of its 
two-year-old year. 

In case a horse is not named prior to March 
1st of its two-year-old year, he may be duly 
named upon payment of a fine of $50 if name is 
claimed and allowed at least two days before 
the date of starting. 

No name that has been employed during the 
previous five years, either in the stud or on the 
turf, shall be duplicated, nor can a name be 
claimed for any horse not registered as a foal. 

N. B. No horse will be allowed to start unless 
duly registered and named. 

Rules 38 and 39 shall apply only to horses 
foaled in 1893 and thereafter. 



NOTES OF THE TURF. 

At San Fraacisce, Friday night, the stewards 
of the California Jockey Clnb passed on a num- 
ber of cases to the following effect: “Cash 
Sloan, who put up a suspicious ride on Abuse 
and who was under suspension therefor, was 
suspended indefinitely; W. H. Martin was in- 
definitely suspended for suspicious riding; pre- 
vious rulings as to the suspension of Jockeys H. 
Shields and Lester Reiff were reaffirmed; the 
entry of the racehorse George H. Ketcham will 
be refused at the Oakland track hereafter; the 
previous decisions concerning refasal of entries 
of other racers on the track were reaffirmed. 

Subscriber, Chicago, 111.— All the betting in- 
formation on each race is printed in Daily 
Racing Form. There was probably a one-two- 
three price on The Dragoon at odd intervals of 
the betting in the ring at New Orleans Satur- 
day, February 25, but such price was not re- 
ported. 

W. Showalter’s fast but erratic horse Box is 
reported to have wintered splendidly and shows 
so well that his trainer, Henry McDaniel, is 
hopefnl that he will race this year up to some- 
thing like the full measure of his frequently 
demonstrated great speed. 

Trainer James Coffey recently called a sur- 
geon to operate on Beruardillo. Four pounds 
of blood were taken out of the racer’s neck. 
The doctor says Bernardillo is troubled with 
nervousness, which is due to too much blood. 

While exercising a horse for “White Hat” 
McCarty at the Inglaside track a few days ago 
jockey Charles Appleby had his collar bone 
broken and his shoulder dxslacated through tha 
horse’s stumbling and falliag. 

The Thoroughbred Record of Lexington, Ky., 
still continues to print, without credit, a lot of 
matter from Dairy Racing Form, The Rec- 
ord’s taste may be good enough— but its idea of 
property rights is dim. 

The 1898 Futurity winner, Martimas, is likely 
to make his first appearance in the Windsor 
Hotel Stakes $1,500, a -dash of one mile to be rnn 
at the Bel Air track, Montreal, at the Juno 
meeting. 

Trainer W. Shields has been pardoned by the 
California racing authorities. It was shown 
that he was the victim of a conspiracy in the 
Lord Chesterfield case. 

Ed Corrigan has purchased Olive from 
George Bertolacci for $200. Corrigan formerly 
owned the mare, but sold her to A. B. Sprocket* 
for $4, COO.
